OPEN SELF- PART FOR WIGS 


DESCRIPTION 

(Pcral) This invention relcit"es to wigs end paticularly to wig ha/ing a 
detodncbie portion dong the front pat to form a redistichdrline using one's 
own hdr. 

(Pcra2) The prior at indudes potent 3,385,305 toBuzzelli which rdotes to 
a detcdnoble coiffeur comprising a plurdity of wiglets which ae readily 
arranged to form a parti cui a hdrstyle. T he detochcbie coiffeur is in the form 
of a detochcbie pad that is secured to the aown of a women's head end a 
pi urdity of wiglets that may be quickly end easily attached to or rdeasedfrom 
the pad. 

(Pcra3) Patent 5,952,957 to Gczzerro disdoses ahdrpiecewith detacheble 
portions hci\/ing continuing fastening segments so that a front base portion of 
the hdr piece can be detachcbly connected to area base portion. 

(Pcra4) Patent 6,691 ,714 to Yoguchi, et d, disdoses a wig utilizing the 
weaer's own hdr wig in which theweaer's own hdr is puiied through a space 
in the wig end blended with fdsehdrs at the time of attaching the wig to the 
weaer. Theweaer's own hdr supposedly ccn beeffectivdy end evenly 
utilized thus enabling the wig to provide en ebundenceof hdr as a whole. 

(PcraS) Other patents of some interest indude Patents 3,968,807 to Krdcer 
end 5,4 19,345 to Kedymir. 
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(Pcra6) None of the foregoing patents discloses tine cppii cant's unique 
arrangement for providing a naturd hdrlineon a wig with adetachcble 
uniquely shaped wig element at the pat end using the individud's own hdr 
pulled through the opening when the wig element is removed. 

(Pcra7) This invention relates to wigs end paticulaly to a design sold by 

Modu Trading Inc of Hackensack, New ^s eyas the Omega (U) Port™. The 
invention comprises oconventiond wig with hdr sewn into a net and a 
stdnless steel omega shaped element in the front pat of the wig. The 
stdnless steel portion is embedded in febricfor engagement with hook end 
loop fasteners on adetacheble wig portion or wiglet. Thedetacheble wig 
portion comprises a mesh base with hdr extending outwadlyonda 
substentidly U-sheped plastic element hcN/ing hook end loop fasteners on the 
upper portion thereof for attachment to thefebricon the stainless sted 
portion of the wig. When theweerer has suffident hdr end wishes tohcN/ea 
paticuler hdr style with en improved hdrline, thedetacheble wig portion end 
can be removed, end the individud's hdr pulled through the opening. This 
eliminates theatifidd hdrline, which reveds itself on most wigs. 

(Pcra8) Accordingly, cn objed of this invention is to provide a new end 
improved wig, which disguises the hdrline with cn open front portion through 
which the wearer's hdr is pulled. 

(Pcra 9) Another objed of this invention is to provide a new end improved 
wig having a removeble wig portion which is detachcbly secured to the wig 
body. 

(Pcra 1 0) A further objed of this invention is to provide a new end improved 
wig which indudes a recessed stdnless sted portion embedded in fcbricto 
which a front portion is removcbly attached dong the pat. 
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(Pcra 11) A still further object" of this invention indudes a new and improved 
wig having cn opening dong a predetermined pat through which the user's 
hdr may be pulled to aeatea naturd effect" or which ccn befitted with a 
detcichcble wig portion. 

(Pcra 12) A mores pedfic object" of this invention Is to provide a new end 
Improved wig hci\/ing a Vetao™cittcched shcped portion dong a front portion 
of the pat which permits removd aeoting cn opening through which one's 
hdr ma/ be putted to aeatea redistichdrtine. 

(Pcra 13) Thecbovecnd other objects of this invention ma/ be moredealy 
seen when viewed in conjuncfion with theaccompcnying drawings wherein. 

(Pcra 14) FtG. 1 Is a schematic view of the wig oqD to which hdr Is 
ciftadned showing the "open self pat" with a center pat design. 

(Pcra 15) FIG. 2 disdoses thestdnless steet frame surrounding the open 
front ccp in atop view. 

(Pcra 16) FIG. 3 disdoses atop side view of a center pat ccp. 

(Pcra 17) FIG. 4 is a schematic view of the wig ccp showing aside pat 
design. 

(Pcra 18) FIG. 5 disdoses atop side view of the invention embodied in a 
side pat ccp; end. 
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(Pcra 19) FIG. 6 discloses adetochcble wig portion \A/hidn engages the 
wig ccp of FIGS. 1 or 4. 

(Pcra20) Referring now to FIG. 1 of the droA/ings, tine invention comprises a 
wig 10 ha/ing Qocp 1 1 which indudes atop portion 12 end aside/rea 
portion 13. The top portion 12 indudes cncpertureM having a fcbric portion 
16 extending cbout the aperture 14. An Omega shcped metal element 25, 
ha/ing a base 40 and legs 41 which curl outwadly at 42 prefer cbly of stdnless 
steel is mounted within the fcbric 16. A decorative mesh net 15 is connected 
to the fcbric 1 6 end extends outwadly therefrom. Elastic lace bends 1 7 ae 
mounted at one end to the mesh net 1 5 end at the other end to an outer 
adjustcble bond 18 ha/ing cn dastidzed portion 19 end anon- stretch portion 
21 with cn adjustable coupling 22 therebetween. The side pat of the 
invention is shown in FIG. 4. 

(Pcra 21) A plurdity of aoss- bends 23 (some of which ae shown) are sewn 
to the dastidzed bends 17. T he aoss- bends 23 ae mounted to the bends 18 
at each end. Hdr is sewn or otherwise attached to the aoss- bends 23 end to 
fcbric 16 end net 15. The mdn portion of the ccp 1 1 is fdrly oonventiond end 
hence is not desaibed in detdl. 

(Pcra 22) A wig portion 20 may be mounted in the part cperture 14 to fill in 
the wig. The wig portion 20 comprises asubstcntidly Omega or u- shaped 
plastic element 24 on its lower side end a fine mesh 35 extending over and 
between the legs 26 end 27 on its upper portion. The upper portion 28 of the 
element 24 indudes a plurdity of spaced hook end loop fasteners for 
mounting to the fabric 16 end filling in the cperture 14. Hdr is sewn to the 
mesh net 25 in a oonventiond mcnner so that the wig portion 20 fills in the 
wig 10 dong the center pat. 
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(Pcra23) If theweaer hcB sufficient hdr cbout tineir pat, tine wig portion 20 
is removed end tl^eweaer's hdr is pulled through the cperture 14 and shaped 
or combed to aeotea redistichdrline. Thefcbric 16 indudes cn Omega 
shaped stdnless steel element 25 as shown in FIG. 2 encased in thefcbric 16 
to prevent ripping when the wig portion 20 is removed. Thedetachcbly 
removed wig portion 20 may be used with either the center pat of FIG. 1 or 
the side part of FIG. 4. In both cases, theweaer's naturd hdr aeates a 
nafurd hdrlinecnd more red istic wig. 

(Pcra24) Thus the wig 10 provides versatility and may be used strictly as a 
wig 1 0 or the detachcble wig portion 20 ma/ be peeled from the fcbric 
reveding cn opening 14. The user's hdr mcy be pulled through the opening 
14 aeating a naturd part either dong the center as in FIG. 1 or on the side as 
in FIG. 5. A prime feature of the invention is theaeation of a naturd hdrline. 
This not the case with most wigs. The present invention dis doses an 
attractive, easy to use end inexpensive wig 10 which may be worn with or 
without the detachcble wig portion 

(Pcra25) While the invention has been expldned by adetdled desaiption of 
certdn spedfic embodiments, it is understood that various modifications end 
substitutions can be made in cny of them within the scope of the appended 
ddms that ae intended dso to indudeequivdents of such embodiments. 
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
